" Should the hemp stand for seed, 
the yarn of it will never be so white, 
as it is notWaterid, but only spfead 
on the gtass fot the benefit of the dews ; 
it will not be improper to observe 
in this case, after it is tied in bundles 
it is set up like wheat in shocks, till 
tfie seed will fi^e^ly shed, and then 
threshed out. 

"As yoa requested, I inquired, if 
a rich sand would answer for the cul- 
tivation of hemp; and whether wheat 
might be sown after it. Both these 
(fuestioiis were answered in the nega- 
tive. * 

The rea'ion assigned against the 
wheat was, the richness of tlie land 
would make it run to straw. Oats 
is the general crop after hemp. — 
Tuinips sown immediately after it, 
liave answered tolerably well."

Three miles north of the town, is 
a large lake of fresh water, called 
Lotfgh-morn, about a mile and a 
quarter long, and upwards of half a 
mile bi'oad ; very littlfe water runs 
into it, but a streain runs out, which 
turns a cotton mill ;* its water is 
supposed to bfe foTilied by a large 
spring near its centre, as there is no 
appearance of any near Mis .margin. 
Ihe water is very pure and is well 
stored with pike arid eels of a lar^e 
siie. Near this has been lately built 
a Meelihg-house, belongiiig to' thai 
sect of Dissenters called Covenanters, 
or Mountain-men.
